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The foregoing officers were sworn to the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties. 

The necessary ballots prepared for each Precinct, and the 
paraphernalia for the proper conduct of the Election were sup- 
plied by the Town Clerk and turned over to the Wardens of the 
various Precincts. 

The Polls were declared open in each Precinct at seven (7) 
o’clock A. M. and remained open until eight (8) o’clock P. M., 
at which time, after due notice, they were declared closed. 

Just prior to the closing of the Polls, the Town Clerk turned 
over to the Warden of Precincts 2-3-4-5 the envelopes received by 
her purporting to contain Absent Voter Ballots, together with 
the applications filed by said voters for registration as Absent 
Voters. Immediately after the close of the Polls, the Wardens 
caused all of the six (6) envelopes containing Absent Voter Bal- 
lots to be opened and signatures, affidavits, postmarks, etc. to be 
examined in accordance with Section 95, Chapter 54 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, and any amendments there may be thereto, and all 
were found to be correct. The names of the six (6) Absent 
Voters were checked on the Voting Lists in the proper Precincts 
and then the six (6) Absent Voter Ballots were deposited in the 
proper Ballot Boxes.

The ballots cast, after being counted, were enclosed in en- 
velopes, sealed and encased in cases which were strapped up 
and sealed with the precinct seal, and the same delivered to the 
Registrars of Voters in the Town Clerk’s Office. 

The ballots not cast were encased in cases which were 
strapped up and sealed with the precinct seal, and the same were 
delivered to the Registrars of Voters in the Town Clerk’s Office. 
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The Town Clerk and Registrars of Voters, upon receipt of 
the returns from the several Precincts, forthwith canvassed the 
same and announced the results at 10.45 o’clock P. M.

MARCH 16, 1939 


Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served according 
to law upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass., 
by William H. Rogers, Constable of said town, notices having 
been sent by mail by the Town Clerk seven days before the day 
of the meeting of the Town Meeting Members elected and quali- 
fied to act in Town Meetings in Winchester, the Town Meeting 
Members met in the Town Hall in said town on Thursday, 
March 16, 1939, at 7.45 o’clock in the evening. 


A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was 
used at the entrance to the meeting place and was in charge of 
William Scanlon and Edward G. MacDonald, Election Officers.

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poses, in which the movement of air is induced or accelerated by 
mechanical means: 

All heaters which are automatically controlled from a house 
thermostat shall be equipped with an approved automatic device 
to limit the air temperature in the furnace bonnet which cannot 
be set at a higher temperature than 200 degrees Fahrenheit. 


OIL OR GAS FIRED HEATERS 


In every main supply duct a damper shall be installed, near 
the heater and in such manner as not to interfere with the pass- 
age of air when open, which shall be held open by a fusible link, 
fusible at a temperature not above 210 degrees Fahrenheit and 
the fusing of which will cause the damper to drop and effectually 
stop the passage of warm air into the duct and in oil fired heaters 
will also stop the flow of oil. 

In every such duct there shall also be a hand hole to permit 
the replacement of fuses, so made and covered as to be substan- 
tially air tight. 

All ducts shall be constructed entirely of non-combustible 
material not less than No. 26 U. S. gauge in thickness in round 
ducts not exceeding 12 inches in diameter, and in square ducts 
not exceeding 14 inches in width; and not less than No. 24 U. 8. 
gauge in larger ducts. 


All such ducts shall be so constructed as to be substantially 
air tight and shall be supported by metal hangers, straps, lugs 
or brackets and installed in such a manner that nails shall not 
be driven through the walls, and plaster shall be keyed. 


All spaces between ducts and combustible partitions or floors 
through which they pass shall be thoroughly firestopped on all 
sides with non-combustible material. 

All ducts above any cellar ceiling shall be installed and in 
place before any rough wiring is done. 

No exposed ducts in cellars shall be installed until after the 
ceiling is plastered smoke tight and all such ducts shall be at- 
tached as close to the ceiling as possible. 

No exposed ducts and not more than one inlet duct shall be 
permitted in a garage. The inlet duct shall be installed not less 
than six feet from the floor and shall be equipped with a carefully

hung and balanced damper which will prevent the return of air 
or gases through the duct.

To see if the town will vote to change the name 
of Manomet Road to High Street, and will also vote to change the 
name of the curving part of High Street between the two points 
of intersection of Manomet Road therewith, to some other name.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At the writing of this report we are pleased to state that 
the town finds itself in its traditionally excellent position, both 
financially and civically. A perusal of the reports from the 
various boards and departmental heads will verify this state- 
ment. 

The advantages of a full time executive clerk were definitely 
noticed during the year and as time progresses unquestionably 
additional responsibility will, of necessity, fall on the shoulders 
of the executive clerk. 

During the course of the current year the Board of Select- 
men has given generously of its time in the handling of routine 
matters which are gradually expanding as is to be expected 
when one considers that the town is progressing. In addition 
to the weekly meetings held by the Board we have held special

meetings and attended various hearings at the State House in 
Boston on problems of concern to the town. 

The cooperation between departments of the town is gen- 
erally known to be all that is desired. The current year, how- 
ever, Offered a rather unusual opportunity to experience the 
benefits of cooperation between boards in that after the tax rate 
for the year had been established we were confronted with an 
unforeseen opportunity to effect a substantial reduction in this 
year’s tax rate or permit the established tax rate to prevail and 
thereby postpone the available reduction until next year. To 
properly handle this problem it was necessary to have the com- 
plete cooperation of the Board of Assessors, Tax Collector, Town 
Counsel, Finance Committee and the Board of Selectmen. In 
spite of the fact that a change from the established tax rate en- 
tailed an additional burden on the personnel of the Board of As- 
sessors and the Tax Collector’s office it was most gratifying to 
note that the primary desire of all concerned was to accomplish 
that which would be conducive to immediate benefit to the tax 
payers of the town. The result, therefore, was a reduction of 
$2.00 from the established tax rate. 


FINANCES 


DEBT 


Financially the town continues to find itself in an excellent 
position, which is borne out by the following figures obtained 
from a recent audit by the Division of Accounts, Massachusetts 
Department of Corporations and Taxation. 


As of December 31, 1939 the bonded indebtedness of 
the town was $479,000.00. This is approximately $634,- 
000.00 below the statutory debt limit. 


The total amount of maturing debt for 1940 is $79,- 
000.00, and interest payments to be made on outstanding 
bonds during 1940 total $17,797.50. 


, With reference to the town’s outstanding debt, consistent 
progress in its reduction is being accomplished. : 
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EXCESS AND DEFICIENCY ACCOUNT 


As of December 31, 1939 the balance in the Excess and 


Deficiency Account was $186,984.61 and it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that this amount will be increased substantially before the 
annual town meeting in March of 1940. Consistent with the 
attitude of previous boards we believe that the use of this 
fund to meet 1940 expenses should be approached with the 
thought of maintaining a balance of approximately $150,000.00. 


CURRENT BORROWING 


During the Year 1939 the Town Treasurer was authorized 
to borrow on notes in anticipation of taxes as follows: 


March 15, 1939—$150,000 due Nov. 1, 1989 @ 0.10% © 
June 12, 1989—$150,000 due Dec. 12, 1939 @ 0.07% 
Dec. 11, 1939—$200,000 due Nov. 10, 1940 @ 0.07% 


It is observed that the interest charges for the above loans 
are at a pleasingly low rate and, of course, reflect the view- 
point held by the banks with reference to the town’s credit. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


CONSTRUCTION 


This year a portion of Cross Street at the main line of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad, which we had hoped for years 
to accomplish, has finally been completed under an agreement 
with the Railroad Company. <A part of this construction work 
involved the raising of the overhead structure and removal of 
the center pier at the expense of the Railroad, while the town 
rebuilt the roadway with concrete paving, resulting in a: min- 
imum overhead clearance of 11 feet. Previously the roadway 
at the underpass was quite narrow with a minimum overhead 
clearance of 9 feet 3 inches. 


The reconstruction of Eaton, Fletcher and Marion Streets 
was completed, in addition to the reconstruction of Madison 
Avenue and a portion of Wildwood Street and Fletcher Street. 
This latter work consisted of widening of the corner of these 
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two streets which greatly improved traffic facilities at this 
junction. 


HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE 


This item involved the customary amount of work required 
in previous years, such as the cleaning, patching and surface 
treatment of existing town highways. In conjunction with this 
work there was involved the repair and installation of guard- 
rails, traffic lines and signs. The item of Highway Maintenance 
would not be complete if we did not mention such additional 
items as garage and yard maintenance and sidewalk repairs, as 
well as a number as miscellaneous items. 


SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 


There were installed granolithic sidewalks, including gran- 
olithic curbing in some instances, totalling 6,067.19 square 
yards. This work was constructed under the supervision of 
the Highway Department as a town W. P. A. project. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


Considerable surface drainage work has been accomplished 
during the year involving 17 streets throughout the town, 8 of 
the streets involved coming under the town’s W. P. A. Project. 
Of particular importance under Surface Drainage work is the 
progress toward completion of the much needed drainage started 
last year on Cambridge Street to take care of that large tract of 
land west of Cambridge Street between Blossom Hill Road and 
Thornton Road. At the writing of this report the work has 
reached the area at Glen Road and the progress made is very 
satisfactory. When this is completed the town will have ac- 
complished a surface drainage undertaking at a cost consider- 
ably below that which we would be required to meet if the 
project had not been continued at this time. 


BOARD OF SURVEY 


The Board of Selectmen, acting as a Board of Survey, held 
public hearings and, with the advice of the Planning Board and 
Town Engineer, approved plans for the laying out of the ex- 
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tension of Emerson Road at Worthen Road to Roberts Road. 
Plans were also approved for the laying out from the existing 
end of Wendell Street to Cross Street. 


STREET LAYOUTS 


Hearings were held and layouts voted under the Betterment 
Act for the following: Corner alteration of Wildwood and 
Fletcher Streets. 


DISTRIBUTION OF STATE GASOLINE TAX MONEY 


Under Chapter 232 of the Acts of 1939 $43,600.02 was re- 
ceived from the State to be used and which was used to reduce 
the tax rate for 1939, and it is anticipated that a like sum will 
be received in 1940. 


TRAFFIC 


The problem of adequately handling traffic control at the 
various schools throughout the town is one with which we are 
now properly confronted. In the past there has been an attempt 
to care for this situation on the part of the day personnel of 
the Police Department. However, the demands for adequate 
control of the situation are much in excess of the facilities of 
the Police Department as it is now constituted. Consequently, 
it has been impossible to install a regular police officer at each 
of the schoois at all times during the occasions requiring control 
of traffic for the protection of children. The result has been that 
on certain days no police officer was available for some schools. 
There have been frequent occasions when the police detail as- 
signed to a school or schools would repeatedly be called elsewhere 
for obvious reasons, including their presence in court, in which 
event it is plainly seen that the school children were left with- 
out any protection whatever from the hazards of automobile 
trafic. As an improvement over this condition the Board of 
Selectmen, with the approval of the Superintendent of Schools, 
attempted to meet the problem by assigning special police officers 
at each of the schools. Before assigning these men as special 
police officers for school traffic control they were required to 
undergo a course of instruction from the regular personnel of 
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the Police Department. While it is conceded that a regular 
police detail at the schools for the traffic control is, of course, 
the ideal situation, the expense involved for this duty precludes 
its application and, beyond this, it is reasonable to state that 
the tax payers of the town would raise a valid objection. In 
lieu of a regular detail, therefore, and as an improvement over 
the partial attendance of the present regular police officers at 
the schools, we feel that a capable special police officer on full 
time assignment should meet the situation for the time being. 
To this end we ask the patience and cooperation of the parents 
of the school children. 

The completion of the work at the Cross Street Bridge is a 
definite contribution toward the elimination of many traffic 
accidents at this location. 

In spite of the excellence of our streets throughout the 
town, Winchester is experiencing an automobile accident fre- 
quency which should be the concern of all the townspeople. A 
reasonable amount of care and respect for the safety and welfare 
of others and, in particular, the application on the part of 
motorists of some of the courtesies and politeness resorted to 
in the home would do much in the prevention of automobile 
accidents. There is a tendency on the part of motorists to use 
our thoroughfares at speeds in excess of that which good judg- 
ment would ordinarily dictate. The speed at which motorists 
traveled on Highland Avenue became a grave concern, particular- 
ly to the residents living on Highland Avenue and, consequently, 
signs limiting the speed on Highland Avenue to 30 miles an 
hour were installed, and we are pleased to report that a majority 
of the motorists are driving within the limit stipulated. In 
view of the satisfactory result from the posting of signs on 
Highland Avenue, the Board of Selectmen has voted to in- 
stall similar signs on the remainder of our main thoroughfares, 
such as Church, Main, Washington and Forest Streets and the 
Police Department has, of course, been instructed to enforce this 
regulation. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Outstanding last year was a reconstruction of the battery 
circuits at Headquarters. The old and obsolete double series 
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of battery cells which required recharging every day was re- 
built into a single series for each fire alarm circuit and new 
rectifiers now keep the cells continually charged at the proper 
strength. This year will see completion of the Washington 
Street cable replacements, after which study should be given 
to further extension of the fire alarm system to new development 
areas, primarily in the Symmes Park and Westland Avenue sec- 
tions. 

The venerable Reo truck, used by linemen since 1924, must 
be replaced, as neither parts nor tire sizes are any longer avail- 
able except from the factory. Nine hundred and fifty feet of 
hose was condemned in the fall test, but 500 feet was cut to 
short lengths and thus salvaged for use by this and other town de- 
partments. With one exception, all lengths rejected were over ten 
years old. Copper stripping is recommended for the front ledge 
of the Fire Department building to protect bricks and mortar 
from erosion. 

Trouble from traffic tie-ups on Mt. Vernon Street in front 
of the Fire House is being studied by the Selectmen. 

Some definite control over incinerators should be taken by 
the town as grass fires are becoming increasingly prevalent from 
this source. Papers and rubbish are often burned in wire con- 
tainers since the advent of the oil burner and many times our 
firemen are called out to fight these fires which are avoidable 
with proper precautions. There have been complaints from 
residents of the town about the indiscreet use of incinerators. 
The answer obviously remains in the hands of the users. 

The Fire Chief reports with justifiable pride that eleven 
firemen passed the recent Red Cross course in first aid which 
was offered to our Fire and Police Departments. The Board 
of Selectmen expect the remainder of the personnel to pass this 
examination in 1940. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This year saw the appointment of two additional police 
officers to the Department, a much needed addition. 

The two-way radio system previously installed has proven 
very effective and greatly facilitates the routine work of the 
department. At the present time we transmit our messages 
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through the Arlington Police Radio Broadcasting Station, for 
which an annual rental charge is paid to the Town of Arlington. 
The advisability of having our own complete broadcasting sta- 
tion is under consideration and if it is determined that we can 
install and maintain our own station at a cost reasonably com- 
parable with the present maintenance cost, we feel the town 
should proceed in this direction. 

The present motorcycle is in urgent need of replacement 
and it is hoped that the recommendation of the Board of Select- 
men that an appropriation be made for the purchase of a new 
one be given favorable action. 

The present town ambulance, which is decidedly not a credit 
to the town, we recommend be replaced this year, and if the 
recommendation and plan of the Board of Selectmen is given 
favorable action it is expected that the replacement can be 
accomplished at a very favorable cost to the town. If a new © 
ambulance is purchased the old ambulance will be turned over 
to the Fire Department to replace the old Reo. 

Under the direction of the Red Cross the members of the 
Police Department were given a course of instruction in first 
and and the use of well-known resuscitation methods and we 
are pleased to report that the entire personnel passed the examin- 
ation. 

The general efficiency of the Police Department is obvious 
in spite of certain handicaps now encountered in the Department. 
The work accomplished by the personnel of the Department 
throughout the year is found to be quite varied and yet con- 
sistent with the demands made on the average police officer. The 
co-operation that the Department has extended at all times has 
been gratifying. 

TOWN HALL 


Progress is still being made in following a plan for im- 
provements and proper maintenance of the town hall building. 
Due to the unsatisfactory condition of the pine floors a number 
were surfaced with an asphalt covering. It is planned to ex- 
tend this work during 1940. Necessary repairs on the two 
steam boilers have been completed. The cement floor in the 
basement, laid many years ago, had to be relaid in many places 
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to eliminate accident hazards. A new custodian was appointed 
during the past year. 

The Board again recommends this year that the main audi- 
torium of the Town Hall be painted. We feel that it is not 
sound economy to postpone this very necessary maintenance 
work from year to year. 

In order to better house the offices in the present Town 
Hall and make it possible to take care of offices now rented out- 
side at an expense of about $700.00 a year, consideration is being 
given to making certain alterations and thereby utilizing the 
space formerly occupied by the library to better advantage. The 
Town Engineer, Superintendent of Streets and office force, also 
draftsmen, are still occupying quarters in the basement where 
ventilation, heating and lighting are very unsatisfactory. It is 
proposed to present plans more in detail at the regular town 
meeting in 1941. 


Conclusion 
Given the opportunity, as members of the Board of Select- 
men, to view the services unselfishly rendered by the various 
other boards of the town, we are prompted to remind the towns- 
people that, in the local governmental setup of the town we 
have a distinct advantage which is perhaps not fully appreciated. 
From our observations we have come to the conclusion that 
among the necessary qualifications to serve on a Town Board 
it is essential that one possess a definite civic pride. Coupled 
with this must be the conviction that the town’s welfare is to 
be considered at all times in accepting the responsibility of a 
town office. We form this conclusion as a result of an oppor- 
tunity to observe the good work of our other Town Boards. 
Whether or not your present Board of Selectmen has fulfilled 
this requirement we leave to your impartial judgment.

Maintenance 


The maintenance of our highways during the past year has 
been carried on as usual with substantially the same amount 
of work as in previous years. This work involves cleaning, 
patching, surface treatment, guard rails, traffic lines and signs, 
garage and yard maintenance, sidewalk repairs and many 
miscellaneous items.

To the Board of Selectmen

Sirs: 


The actions of tort for personal injuries brought in the 
Fourth District Court of Eastern Middlesex, by Gertrude L. 
Treacy, Mary Alves and John Alves in 1936 and the action by 
the town against Daniel J. McCarron in 1937 for damage to the 
automobile of the Chief of the Fire Department, are still pend- 
ing. | 

The actions by Boston against the town for welfare and 
hospital aid payments are pending in the Suffolk Superior Court, 
but an early settlement by agreement is expected. 

Winchester vs. Somerville designates a case in the local 
court to recover welfare payments, brought and settled for the 
amount claimed within the year. 

The petition by Daniel J. O’Callaghan, et ux, against the

town and the County for assessment of damages claimed to 
have resulted from the construction of a sewer (the new Metro- 
politan District Sewer). was dismissed by agreement. 


The Land Court case of White petitioner for registration 
of land was disposed of, in so far as the town was concerned, 
by a stipulation for registration subject to a sewerage easement. 
The town was summoned as trustee in but three cases. 


Of the nine tax lien foreclosure petitions pending at the 
beginning of the year, eight have been disposed of by decrees 
for the town. But four of these petitions were brought in 1939 
and of these the three filed in September are pending. 

As in 1938, no action was brought against the town as 
defendant, and no complaint or claim has been approved for 
settlement. 

While the town has enjoyed its former freedom from suits 
at law, the Building Department has been involved in litigation 
during the year to an extent approaching, if not equaling, the 
previous litigation affecting it since the establishment of the 
department. 


For the sake of record, I list the cases as follows: 


County Building Supply Co. Inc. vs. Board of Appeal 


Wheeler vs. Board of Appeal 
Tranfaglia et ali vs. Board of Appeal 
Tranfaglia et ali vs. Building Commissioner 


To avoid duplication of reports, however, I refer to the 
report of the Board of Appeal for details of these cases, merely 
adding that in the case first named I actively conducted the 
defense because it appeared to your board and to me that the 
public interests were involved to an important extent and in 
the case of Tranfaglia against the Board of Appeal, I appeared 
for the purpose of defending the validity of the by-law involved, 
but took no active action in this or the other Tranfaglia case, 
or in the Wheeler case, as it appeared that the public interests 
as distinguished from private interests were not involved. 


Land takings were made for additional water supply, the 
park adjoining the Horn Pond Brook Parkway, and the new 
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streets and alterations, and all details in connection therewith 
attended to. 


I took the necessary action to obtain an extension by the 
Legislature of Chapter 90 of the acts of 1935 under which our 
general unemployment relief fund was established and is main- 
tained. Numerous new laws relating to the town, generally, 
were enacted and duly called to your attention and that of other 
boards interested, but no legislation directly affecting the town 
was passed during the year. 


The general work of the legal department has been carried 
on as usual with the satisfaction resulting from the cooperation 
of and courteous consideration shown to me by your board and

EQUIPMENT 


The motor vehicle equipment of the Police Department con- 
sists of three cruising cars equipped with two-way radio sets, 
a motorcycle equipped with one-way radio and a Ford Am- 
bulance. 

I recommend the purchase of a new ambulance. The con- 
struction of present machine is not suitable for this type of 
work, and in many instances has proven very unsatisfactory. 

I also recommend the installation of a radio transmitter in 
our station. At the present time we are connected with trans- 
mitter located in the Arlington Police Station. This new ar- 
rangement would pay for itself in a little more than two years, 
eliminating the broadcast service charge paid to the Town of 
Arlington, and would give better protection to the citizens of 
the town. 

BUILDING 


The exterior and second floor of building are in good con- 
dition, but I would recommend that linoleum covering, which 
would cost about $400.00, be placed on the first floor.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 
December 31, 1939 


Board of Selectmen: 


I submit the following report for the year ending December 
31, 19389. 

The department responded to 377 calls, apparatus travelled 
1261 miles, used 12,400 feet of 2-14inch, 5100 feet of 1-14 inch, 
48,300 feet of Booster hose, raised 901 feet of ladders, and 
used 98 gallons of chemical. 


The manual force consists of 18 permanent and 18 call men. 
We had 9 permanent men off duty 501 days, and 4 call men off 
duty 242 days, a total of 743 days on account of sickness. No 
relief men are provided regardless of the number off duty. 

The apparatus is in good condition with one exception. 
The Reo truck purchased in 1924 should be replaced with a 
light truck. The department has seven motor vehicles. 

Five hundred feet of hose was purchased and 1000 feet was 
condemned. Five hundred feet of this amount was recoupled 
for use at the Town dump. 

The fire alarm system is in good working order, boxes are 
tested monthly and very little trouble is found. 

On account of the building in outlying sections it will be 
necessary to extend wires to install boxes. The West side sec- 
tion will have to be cut to two circuits making it necessary to 
run additional cable to Cambridge street. 

There were 159 oil burners installed in heating plants (23 
of these were replacements) and 19 range burners installed 
in ranges and small heaters. 
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There are 1738 burners in heaters and 865 of the range 
type, a total of 2603 burners in buildings. Oil storage was in- 
creased 40,420 gallons to a total of 666,181 gallons.

The weighing and measuring devices throughout the Town 
are in excellent condition and a consistent improvement over 
last year has been noted. 

Results of reweighing commodities were very satisfactory, 
especially so in the case of coal in transit as the weight was 
found to be over that indicated on the certificate of the sworn 
weigher in each case. 

The measuring units sealed this year numbered 751 as 
against 758 in 1938. This is a slight decline due to one store 
going out of business. However, the fees collected showed 
a slight increase over the preceding year. 

Scales adjusted 56, sealed 751, not sealed 5, condemned 12. 

I would again call your Board’s attention to the need of 
a portable oil measuring testing pump for sealing stationary 
meters. The necessity for such an apparatus is urgent as it is 
impossible to seal stationary meters without this equipment, and 
the public is therefore unprotected.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the following report of the Building 
Department for the year 1939. 


The total estimated costs of buildings for which permits 
were issued approximated $541,048 which is an increase over 
the estimated costs in 1938 of $76,710. 


There were 69 residence buildings erected in 1939 as against 
51 in 1938. 


This represents not only an increase in the number of 
houses erected but also a substantial increase in permit valua- 
tions. However, the average cost per house was slightly less 
than $6500. 

Available land in the thickly settled portions of our Town 
is rapidly being developed, and a start has been made in extend- 
ing the building area into the outlying undeveloped sections. 

Under this Department are various activities such as 
plumbing, gas, ventilation, heating etc. all of which require 
much attention and a large number of inspections. This work 
is carefully supervised and is not accepted until it is certain 
that all laws have been complied with.

I wish to submit the following report as Inspector of Wires 
for the year ending December 31, 1939. 


The total numer of permits issued to install wiring for 
various purposes was 905,-approximately the same as the pre- 
ceding year. 


A total number of 2166 inspections were made and one 
hundred and thirty-eight permits were issued to the Boston 
Edison Company to install meters and turn on current. 


Twenty-eight communications were received from the Board 
of Selectmen requiring an answer in the form of a recommenda- 
tion as to the advisability of setting new poles and relocating 
others. The usual number of plans for work on private ways 
were submitted for approval. 

Twenty-four requests were forwarded to the Boston Edison 


Company to install shades or deep dome reflectors on street 
lights. In some instances the shades replaced those removed on 
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account of transfer of construction, so that the total number 
of requests does not represent so many additional shades. 


The outside lines are in good condition considering the 
damage which was done a year ago September last. 


This report is merely a comprehensive outline of the more 
important work done during the year. An honest effort has been 
made to comply with the request of the Board of Selectmen that 
this report be brief.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF APPEAL FOR 1939 


January 9, 1940 
The Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


During the year 1939 the work of this Board has included 
the consideration and decision of about 35 eases, about half of 
them arising under the Building Laws and about half under 
the Zoning By-Law. 

Three of the Board’s decisions during the year were fol- 
lowed by court action by interested parties. 

In one case, wherein the Board declined to order the grant 
of building permits for the erection of houses on certain lots 
on High Street, Emersom Road, Squantum Road, Arlington Street 
Extension and Manomet Road, the applicant, County Building 
Supply. Company, Ine., filed a bill in equity in the Superior 
Court, seeking an order requiring the Building Commissioner to 
issue the permits. After a lengthy trial the bill was dismissed 
by consent. 

In another case, wherein the Board had ordered the grant 
of a permit for the removal of loam from certain land of Mary 
L. Russell, subject to certain conditions stated in the Board’s 
decision, an abutter, Harvey C. Wheeler, appealed to the Superior 
Court and the Court, after trial, rendered a decision affirming 
the decision of the Board. 

In a third case Giovanni Tranfaglia and others, as owners 
of adjoining land, appealed to the Board from the grant of a 
permit by the Building Commissioner to Salvatore Marchesi for 
excavation for a foundation for a building to be used as a bowl- 
ing alley at No. 66 Swanton Street. The Board of Selectmen 
had previously granted a permit to Marchesi for the maintenance 
of such alley, and this Board affirmed the action of the Building 
Commissioner in granting the permit. Tranfaglia et als filed 
an appeal from the Board’s action in the Superior Court, and 
also filed a petition for mandamus against the Building Com- 
missioner in the Supreme Court. 

The Superior Court dismissed the appeal but the Supreme 
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Court (Lummus, J.) rendered a decision in the mandamus pro- 
ceeding holding that 
“That part of the Zoning By-Laws [Section 12 B] 

that purports to give to opponents of the issuance of a 

building permit the right of appeal to the Board of 

Appeals is void, because not in conformity to any 

statute.” 

Subsequently, another justice of the Supreme Court (Ronan, 
J.), after a trial before a master of the issues raised by the 
petition for mandamus, entered an order requiring the revoca- 
tion of the permit in question on the ground that the operation 
of a bowling alley on the premises would, by reason of the noise 
created, constitute a violation of Section 9 of the Zoning By- 
Law. 

We are advised that this case has been appealed by the 
applicant for the permit, Salvatore Marchesi, to the full bench 
of the Supreme Judicial Court and that among the issues to be 
raised under an appeal will be the decision of Mr. Justice 
Lummus to the effect that Section 12 B of the Zoning By-Law 
is void. 

If the decision of Mr. Justice Lummus on this point should 
be affirmed by the full bench of the Court, the Zoning By-Law 
should, of course, be amended by striking out the section from 
the By-Law, or else, if the provision for such appeals is re- 
garded as of sufficient importance, an effort should be made 
before the General Court to have the statute amended so as 
to permit such appeals. It is hoped that by the time of the 
town meeting the point will have been decided by the full bench 
of the Supreme Judicial Court so that appropriate action, if 
necessary, can be taken by the town meeting. 

During the year Mr. Edward R. Wait, who had rendered 
painstaking and intelligent service to the town as a member 
of this Board, resigned and his place was taken by Mr. F. Pat- 
terson Smith pursuant to appointment by your Honorable 
Board.

PUBLIC RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Public Recreation Committee was appointed pursuant 
to the following vote of the Annual Representative Town Meet- 
ing of 1939: 


“VOTED: that a committee is hereby established to 
be known as the Public Recreation Committee and to con- 
sist of six members, none of whom shall have any personal 
interest, directly or indirectly, in any town department and 
who shall be appointed by the Moderator, one from each 
precinct. 

“The committee shall have power to fill vacancies in 
its membership and its duties shall be to continue the study 
and bring in a report to the Finance Committee with recom- 
mendations for the improvement of public recreation facili- 
ties in Winchester in season for printing with the reports 
of town officers for the current year.” 


The committee has surveyed and studied the present public 
recreation facilities and activities in the town and has conferred 
with the Park Board and other authorities on recreation, both 
in Winchester and in Boston. 


There are six playgrounds in Winchester: Leonard and 
Loring Avenue Fields at the north end, Manchester and Shore 
Road Fields near the center, Ginn Field at Wedgemere, and the 
Palmer Street playground on the west side. 


There are excellent recreation facilities at all of these play- 
grounds. At Palmer Street there is a bathing beach and bath 
house on Wedge Pond and at Leonard Field there is an artificial 
pool fed by underground spring water which is considered to 
be one of the best public outdoor swimming pools in greater 
Boston. Lifeguards and attendants are always on duty at these 
beaches and swimming instruction is furnished by the Red Cross. 

Loring Avenue, Leonard and Ginn Fields each have three 
tennis courts and a practice court, and at Palmer Street there 
are ten tennis courts and two practice courts. The facilities 
provided by these tefnis courts are probably the best in any 
comparable town in this section of the country. 
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All of the playgrounds except the one on the west side have 
ball fields. Play is adequately supervised and at Leonard and 
Loring Avenue Fields there is an instructor and six assistants 
who conduct all kinds of games and recreational activities. The 
playgrounds are in excellent condition, and, for the most part, 
they are finely equipped, with baseball diamonds, horseshoe pits, 
swings and see-saws and other facilities for recreation. Ball 
games, tennis tournaments, swimming meets and informal 
recreation keep these playgrounds in practically constant use. 


The lack of a ball field and facilities for that kind of recrea- 
tion on the west side is the most serious defect in our system 
of playgrounds. The committee is informed that a proposal for 
the acquisition of such a playground on the west side will be 
presented at this town meeting and recommends that this pro- 
ject be favored. 


The committee finds that this outdoor recreational program 
is being carried on in an excellent manner under the supervision 
of the Park Department, and sees no need for a full time paid 
recreational director. The committee feels that the members 
of the Park Department are deserving of the highest praise for 
their work and every effort should be made to encourage them. 


The only public recreation being carried on indoors is in 
the Recreation Center at the Old Methodist Church building 
now owned by the Winchester Laundry. This building is rented 
by the town from month to month at $100 per month. It is 
not a suitable building for a permament adult project; however, 
it has a valuable purpose in that it serves young people in the 
manner of a publicly maintained settlement house. The com- 
mittee is opposed to any capital investment in this project, but 
finds that it is well worth the rent and operating costs required 
to continue it on the present basis, and recommends that this 
be done for another year. 


The committee finds that the best place for conducting an 
indoor recreation program is in our public school buildings.. The 
town owns school property with an aggregate value of about 
$1,181,450.00, which can be used for recreational programs at 
no cost except that of actual operation. ~This property is now 
not used at all for any public recreation, and used to only a 
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slight extent for recreation privately sponsored. During most 
of the evenings in the winter this property remains idle. 


Recreational programs are being conducted in school build- 
ings in thirty-five hundred municipalities in the United States, 
including many cities and towns in greater Boston. The com- 
mittee visited the Needham High School where an excellent 
program is being conducted this winter. The program includes 
basketball, badminton, keep-fit classes for both men and women, 
folk-dancing, ping-pong, metal craft, boxing, a community or- 
chestra and similar recreational activities. The high school 
building there proved to be suitable for this purpose and the 
project is receiving large support throughout the town. 


On the basis of its investigations the committee believes that 
an experimental indoor recreation program should be conducted 
in our Winchester school buildings. In reaching this conclusion 
the committee is not unmindful that there are a great many 
recreational activities carried on in town during the winter by 
private agencies. Whether these are meeting the needs of the 
town is a matter of conjecture, and can be determined only by 
undertaking an experimental recreational project. The town 
should not disregard its responsibilities by assuming that these 
private activities are meeting the needs of the town. It is too 
obvious to mention that good recreation facilities are as much an 
economic asset to the town as good schools. The committee there- 
fore recommends: 


1. That a committee, to be known as the Recreation Committee, 
be appointed by the Town Moderator, this committee to be 
composed of one member of the Park Board, one member 
of the School Committee and one member of the Planning 
Board, and three citizens who have no personal interest in 
any town department. Vacancies shall be filled by the com- 
mittee and in so far as possible there shall be one member 
of each of these three town departments on the committee. 


2. That the Recreation Committee shall have the power to con- 
duct a recreation program in the high school or such other 
school buildings as it, with the approval of the School Com- 
mittee, shall see fit to use, at least one night a week for three

months during the winter of 1940-41. The committee 
shall use its own discretion in determining in what manner 
the program shall be conducted. The committee shall also 
bring in a report at the next town meeting with recom- 
mendations for the further improvement of public recrea- 
tion facilities. 


3. That there be appropriated to the School Committee $500 
for such uses and purposes in connection with the recreation 
project in the schools as the said recreation committee shall 
recommend and the School Committee, in its sound discre- 
tion, shall approve. Any of this appropriation not spent 
for the specified uses shall be returned to revenue. 


The committee wishes to express its deep appreciation to 
the Park Board for the splendid work it has done and for its 
cooperation with this committee, and to the many individuals 
who have appeared before the committee and given their con- 
structive advice and suggestions.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


January 1, 1940. 


The Planning Board submits its twenty-fifth annual report. 
SIX-YEAR PUBLIC WORKS PROGRAM 


The major activity of the Board during the year 1939 has 
been devoted to the preparation and development of a six-year 
program of public works. This was undertaken just after the 
annual town meeting in March under the supervision of the 
Public Works Committee of the National Resources Planning 
Board, through its sub-committee on State and Local Program- 
ming. 

Winchester was selected for study by the national committee 
because of its excellent methods of procedure and its complete 
records. It was the first of a group of municipalities in the 
United States where similar studies will be made and was thé 
only town, as distinguished from city, included in the group. 


The work in Winchester was done, without expense to the 
Town, under the supervision of Mr. William Stanley Parker, of 
Boston, a member of the Public Works Committee, by a staff of 
federal employees, including research technician and en- 
gineers. This involved a study of the finances of the Town since 
1920, its receipts and disbursements, and other relevant data, 
the preparation of charts and tables for assistance in deter- 
mining the probable income of the Town on the basis of the 
current tax rate, and the probable future disbursements for 
operation and maintenance of the various departments, during 
the six-year period 1939 to 1944, inclusive. The estimated 
receipts and disbursements were scheduled, in order to ascer- 
tain amounts expected to be available for public works or 
capital improvements, and finally a six-year program of pro- 
posed capital expenditures was prepared. The town officers, 
of course, were glad to co-operate in this work. 
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The results of the study were presented to the Town, accom- 
panied by a report thereon by the Planning Board, under date 
of June 1, 1939. The original was filed in the town clerk’s 
office and multigraph copies furnished by the National Re- 
sources Planning Board. 


The Winchester study has attracted attention and interest 
rather widely. Requests for copies have been received from sev- 
eral cities and towns in Massachusetts, from municipal and coun- 
ty planning boards outside of the State, and from colleges and 
publishers of periodicals and newspapers. It has received favor- 
able press comment. It was deemed of sufficient importance to 
be made the subject of discussion at one of the sessions of the 
State Federation of Planning Boards at Worcester on October 
20th. 


When the work was undertaken by the Public Works Com- 
mittee, it was contemplated that the long-term program for 
planning and financing public improvements would be continued 
by the town officers. The study furnishes us with a method of 
procedure. In order that the program may now cover a six-year 
period it is necessary to extend it one year into the future and 
include 1945. 


The original tables showing estimated receipts, disburse- 
ments for operation and maintenance, and indicated amounts 
available for capital improvements on the basis of a uniform tax 
rate, have been revised and extended one year by the Finance 
Committee. The new tables numbered, respectively, 1, 2 and 3 
are attached hereto. It should be borne in mind that these are 
only estimates, and that they are based to some extent on figures 
difficult to forecast, such as the amounts to be received by way 
of State transfers to the highway department, and amounts re- 
quired for unemployment relief and to pay State taxes. 


The table of estimated receipts contained in the original re- 
port was prepared on the basis of a tax rate of $29.20 per thou- 
sand, the supposed rate for 1939, but subsequently the rate was 
fixed at $27.20, the same as the rate for 1938. Under the circum- 
stances it seems advisable to estimate the receipts for 1940 to 
1945, inclusive, on the basis of a $27.20 rate, rather than a 
higher rate, although of course this results in smaller sums avail- 
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able hereafter for capital expenditures than was indicated in the 
original report. 


We have re-examined and revised the program of proposed 
public works in the light of additional information now available 
and have extended it one year. There has been some rearrange- 
ment of projects; a few have been added; and one or two dropped. 
In the preparation of the new program we have had the helpful 
co-operation of all interested town officers and department heads. 
The revised program, with rough estimates of costs, allocated 
over the six-year period 1940-1945, is set forth in the attached 
Table 4. 

An examination of Table 4 shows that for 1940 the esti- 
mated margin available for capital expenditures is slightly in 
excess of the estimated amount required for the capital improve- 
ments listed for that year. In the next three years, however, the 
margin of available funds appears somewhat less than the esti- 
mated cost of projects scheduled for those years. The differences 
are not great. Revisions in future years of the estimates of re- 
ceipts and disbursements, or re-adjustments in the allocation of 
projects as time goes on, may change the picture. 


The figures for the years 1944 and 1945 show estimated cap- 
ital requirements much in excess of the margin of available 
funds. This arises from the fact that in 1944 the program in- 
cludes an item of $245,000 for a proposed addition to the Junior 
High School building, and in 1945 an item of $125,000 for a pro- 
posed new elementary school building on the site acquired by the 
Town in 1937 on Emerson Road on the West Side. Whether 
either of the projects will be required so soon is uncertain. It 
will depend of course on the enrollment in the junior and senior 
high schools and the growth in school population on the West 
Side. It may be that these additional school facilities will not be 
needed until a later date, but it seems best to anticipate them. If 
it is not necessary to provide for them so soon as 1944 and 1945 
and the projects are allocated to future years, it would appear 
from the table that the cost of the remaining projects in those 
two years will be substantially less than the margin of available 
funds. Omitting the two school building projects, the table of the 
estimated capital expenditures allocated throughout the six-year 
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period is $575,700, or slightly less than the total of the estimated 
funds available for capital outlay during that period, namely: 
$586,889. 


When the time comes for the new school building construc- 
tion it will doubtless be necessary to issue bonds. But the esti- 
mates indicate that until then the Town should be able to con- 
tinue its “‘pay-as-you-go” policy without incurring additional 
debt. This of course assumes that the Town will not be faced 
with unforeseen expenditures of unusual magnitude. 


A continuance of the “pay-as-you-go” policy can be pro- 
moted by means of the Excess and Deficiency Fund. It has been 
the practice of the Town to take from the fund each year for 
budget requirements an amount about equal to the accumulations 
during the preceding year, maintaining it, however, at a level 
which is deemed consistent with sound financing. If less is taken 
from the fund in years when the margin for capital improve- 
ments exceeds the capital outlay and more in years when the 
margin falls below the outlay, it will obviously help in preventing 
marked fluctuations in the tax rate from year to year and tend 
to avoid the necessity of incurring additional debt. This prac- 
tice, within reasonable limits, would seem to be sound. It can be 
carried out more intelligently with the benefit of information as 
to what probably lies ahead. 


The six-year program as set forth in Table 4 is not to be 
taken as a recommendation by the Planning Board that all the 
projects are essential or that every project should be carried out 
in the particular year to which it is now allocated. Those listed 
for 1940, on the basis of information now available, seem reason- 
ably necessary and desirable. As to future years especially, the 
program is necessarily tentative and not final. It will of course 
be re-examined and revised each year. And indeed whether an 
appropriation should be made for any project must be determined 
in Town Meeting after the usual careful inquiry and study by 
the Finance Committee and in the light of its report and recom- 
mendation. “The long-term program can lay a course but it is 
the one-year budget that sails the ship.” 


That the work of continuing the six-year program of public 
works, as begun by the Public Works Committee, should be car- 
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ried on by the Planning Board was the consensus of the govern- 
ing officials of the Town expressed in a unanimous vote on April 
28, when the original plan was in the making. It would seem 
also to come within our jurisdiction under Chapter 41 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, which requires Planning Boards to make studies of 
“the resources, possibilities and needs of the town” (Section 70), 
and provides that: 


“Byery planning board shall make a report annual- 
ly to the city council or to the annual town meeting, 
giving information regarding the condition of the town 
and any plans or proposals for its development and esti- 
mates of the cost thereof.” (Section 71.) 


It is our opinion, in which we understand the Town authori- 
ties interested generally concur, that the six-year advance pro- 
gram will be helpful to the Town by giving information as to 
probable income and expenses on the basis of the current tax 
rate and especially by calling attention to capital expenditures 
which may be anticipated. It should help the Town to stabilize 
its expenditures and to keep its financial house in order. It 
should tend to promote more intelligent community action.

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REPORT OF 
PARK COMMISSIONERS 


A number of improvements were effected in the parks and 
playgrounds of the Town during the past year. 

New shrubbery beds have been planted on the North Wash- 
ington Street Park, Shore Road, and Palmer Park at Middlesex 
Street. A number of trees were set out on this latter park. 
Rose gardens were planted in the traffic circles at Symmes 
Corner, Everett Avenue and Forest Street. 

The former Pike property at Wedge Pond, which was ac- 
quired by the Town a year ago, was loamed and seeded. Shrub- 
bery beds were planted at the entrance. It is hoped that the Town 
will purchase the remainder of this property so that a walk 
can be built through to Wedge Pond Road. At present this 
part of the area is unsightly and detracts from the appearance 
of the Town-owned land. 

Palmer Park was completed during the year, the last of 
the seeding being done in the spring. 


150 ft. of drain pipe was laid at the Palmer Tennis Courts 
so that this area now has good drainage. A retaining wall, 4 
ft. high and 130 ft. long, has been constructed on the street 
side of the tennis courts. It is intended that this wall be con- 
tinued the entire width of the courts. A hard surface has been 
laid on the steep grade of the roadway leading to Leonard Beach. 
This will prevent the washouts which were frequent at this 
place. 


New baseball backstops were erected at Manchester Field 
and Loring Avenue. A new backstop for the practice tennis 
court was erected at this latter field. The practice court at Ginn 
Field was completed this year, a hard surface being laid and 
the whole enclosed with wire. 


The playgrounds continued to be very popular with the 
children of the town. The classes in artcraft were well attended 
throughout the summer. -Baseball continued to hold the interest 
of the boys and this year the girls as well as boys played soft 
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ball. Lessons in tennis were given at both Leonard and Loring 
playgrounds. The State Interscholastic Tennis Tournament was 
held in Winchester this year, some twenty schools participating. 
It is probable that this will be an annual affair, as this town 
is one of the very few with a sufficient number of courts to handle 
it. A very great increase in the playing of soft ball by adults 
was noted. Ginn Field was engaged every evening throughout 
the summer and frequently two more games would be in process 
on Manchester Field at the same time. The Board expects to 
have two soft ball diamonds laid out on Ginn Field for the 
coming season. 


The attendance at the beaches was increased considerably 
this year. At Leonard Beach a regulation 50 meter swimming 
course was laid out and several meets were held. Two of these 
were sanctioned by the A. A. A. U. Swimming and diving les- 
sons, sponsored by the Red Cross, were given at both beaches. 
Attendance at these lessons was double that of the previous year. 
The past summer was a very good test of the new well at 
Leonard Beach. Although the river was entirely dry the well 
kept the swimming pool filled all summer. Had it not been for 
the well the beach could not have been kept open after the 
second week in June. 


Through the use of unemployed labor, considerable progress 
was made toward the completion of Ginn Field. Over an acre 
has been added to the playing area. A road has been built lead- 
ing out to Bacon Street. 


The work at the Recreation Center has been progressing 
as usual. In addition there is now a class in dramatics, taught 
by a graduate of Leland Powers School. A hockey team has 
been organized for girls who are out of school. These girls 
are coached by members of the Boston Hockey Association. 
Special instruction in swimming is being given to twenty boys 
and girls who showed the most promise the past summer. They 
are being sent to a Boston pool by the Boston Swimming Asso- 
ciation, during the winter. 


Skating areas have been cleaned’ off at Winter Pond and 
Leonard Pool. These are scraped and re-surfaced by spraying 
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each day. The hockey rink was erected at Leonard Pool and 
is in continuous use. The High School uses it for practice and 
later on expects to play their games there.

GENERAL REPORT 


The summer and fall of 1939 have been very dry. The 
total rainfall of 33.48 inches was, with two exceptions, the 
lowest in forty-five years, and this has caused the heaviest 
demand on our water supply since the system was established. 
During the five gardening months from May to September in- 
clusive we had only 10.96 inches of rain, but we were able to 
meet the exceptionally heavy demand by drawing on the new 
well system which was installed in 1938. Since August about 
one-quarter of our requirements has been supplied from this 
source. 

_ The well water is harder than that from the reservoirs, but 
if it were not for this auxiliary supply, the use of water would 
have been curtailed last fall. Eight additional acres of land were 
purchased in 1939 and added to the well field, and we plan to 
install twelve new wells in 1940 for further safety. We recom- 
mend the purchase of another tract in 1940 for the protection of 
this area. 

On December 31st the reservoirs were at the lowest point 
on record for a one-year drought. Unless we have a very heavy 
snowfall this winter they will not fill during 1940. 

There has been no major construction of either water or 
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sewer mains during the year. A new bridge was built over the 
spillway at the South dam. The usual maintenance work in 
the sewer and water departments has been done and both 
systems are in good condition. Proper care has been taken 
of the watershed, with much of the brush removal and tree- 
trimming done with relief labor. 


We closed the year with only two unpaid water bills. These 
amounted to $3.50 and were dated December 11. 


The final series of water bonds, amounting to $4,000.00 were 
paid during the year, and the system is now free from debt. 


The water supply has been under the constant supervision 
of the Division of Sanitary Engineering of the State Department 
of Health, to whom we are again indebted for their very valuable 
services rendered throughout the year. 


Sewer assessments in 1940 will be made at the average 
cost of $3.02 per foot.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE FOR THE YEAR 1939 


The duty of the public to support the poor and indigent is 
entirely statutory: 

As the Supreme Court has stated on more than one occa- 
sion: 


“The liability of the towns to support poor persons 
is founded upon and limited by Statute, and is not to 
be enlarged or modified by any supposed moral obliga- 
tion to relieve its poor. The duty is therefore a mere 
positive obligation created and charged upon it by 
Statute. The nature and extent of such obligations are 
consequently limited and controlled by Statute.” 


Until recent years, the work in the Welfare Department 
has been largely routine, aside from investigations, all cases 
being handled in a similar manner, except where reimburse- 
ment was sought from an outside town or from the Common- 
wealth. 

With the State adoption of the Federal Social Security 
program, however, many changes have necessarily resulted. The 
Welfare Board no longer works as a single entity, but in a 
three-fold capacity—serving as the dispenser of Public Welfare 
Relief, as the theoretical guardian of Dependent Children in need 
of aid, and as a Bureau of Old Age Assistance. 


There has also been a tremendous increase in the amount of 
work required of the Board in carrying out the duties imposed 
upon it by law. For example: It receives applications, investi- 
gates applicants, determines their eligibility, decides the type 
and amount of assistance to be granted, assigns able-bodied 
recipients of general relief to diffierent town departments for 
work. 

It periodically re-investigates each case receiving aid and 


reconsiders questions of need in the light of changed conditions. 
It seeks reimbursement from Welfare recipients or from their 
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estates wherever possible, and from other communities and 
from the Commonwealth where the law permits. 

It keeps full and accurate records of applications for, and 
recipients of, every kind of public aid. 

It must at all times be prepared to furnish the State De- 
partment with information and written reports in social, ac- 
counting and statistical matters and to furnish data necessary 
to obtain reimbursement from the State Department and from 
the Federal Government of amounts due as provided for in the 
Social Security Act. 


PUBLIC WELFARE, TEMPORARY AID CASES 


Relief in this group, composed mostly of aliens, unsettled 
cases and those unemployed on account of sickness, is chiefly 
relief in kind. The figures below show the case load over a 
period of years:

AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


The expense of this relief work is borne by the Federal 
Government, the State and the Town, the Town’s appropriation 
for the year being $6,200.00, in addition to which, $216.31 was 
transferred from the Reserve Fund. 

Federal participation is at present equal to one-third of the 
total amount of aid up to a limit of $18.00 per month for the first 
dependent child and $12.00 for each additional dependent child 
in the same family up to the age of 18 years, if attending 
school regularly. 

There are now 13 families receiving this type of aid, which ~ 
resulted in the total expenditure of $7,648.75, to which the 
Federal Government contributed $1,232.44, which was made 
available to the Welfare Board for further payments in Aid to 
Dependent Children cases.

Gentlemen: 


At the State election on November 8, 1938, the Town voted 
to accept the provisions of the Contributory Retirement System 
Act. This went into effect in Winchester on July 1, 1939. 

Winchester had been operating on a non-contributory retire- 
ment system covering only policemen, firemen and laborers, 
which entitled an employee, upon retirement after twenty-five 
years of service, or, in the event of permanent disability after fif- 
teen years of service, to one-half pay for life. Eligible employees 
who were employed by the Town before June 30, 1937, and 
who have not become members of the new system are still en- 
titled to the benefits under the non-contributory system. 

Under the new contributory retirement system all regular 
employees of the Town are eligible to join and receive credit for 
their years of service rendered the Town before this System 
went into effect. All members of the system contribute five 
per cent of their wages, up to certain limits, and thereafter 
oecome entitled to certain benefits such as, on retiring, receiv- 
ing an annuity equal to what the total of his five per cent week- 
ly contributions, with interest, would buy at his age of retire- 
ment, together with a pension equal to that amount, provided 
by the Town, with certain provisions for a minimum allowance 
and providing for a maximum allowance of two-thirds of his 
annual pay. There are also, under certain conditions, provisions 
for ordinary or accidental disability and death benefits. In 
the event of a withdrawal from the system an employee is en- 
titled to the return of his contributions with interest. 

The Retirement Board consists of three members: One 
selected by the Selectmen for a three year term; the Town Ac- 
countant; and a member of the System, elected by the mem- 
bership for a one year term. The Board as now organized, con- 
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sists of Vincent P. Clarke, Chairman, William E. Priest, Town 
Accountant, and Maurice Dinneen, member representative. Mr. 
Robert E. Fay was appointed Secretary of the Board. The 
Town Treasurer acts as custodian of the funds. 

The Act was explained to the Town employees at a general 
meeting, at special group meetings and by notices. Nearly 
72% of the employees of the Town have become members of 
the system. Only four members of the police and fire depart- 
ments have joined the system. Outside of the police and fire 
departments, 87% of the Town employees have become members. 
The regular employees of the Town still have until July 1, 1940, 
in which to join the system, although on so doing they will 
need to make up the 5% payment deductions since July 1, 1939. 
From July 1, 1939, on, every new employee of the Town must 
become a member of the system. 

The amount of appropriation required for the pension ac- 
cumulation fund is actuarially determined each year by the De- 
partment of Banking and Insurance of the Commonwealth. For 
approximately twenty years, substantial amounts will be needed 
each year in order to liquidate the accrued liability of the Town 
for services rendered prior to July 1, 1939. Thereafter, the 
normal liability contribution only, plus expenses, will be needed. 
The necessary financial and statistical tables are attached.

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REPORT OF WINCHESTER 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


During 1939 the staff of the Board of Health has met a 
steadily mounting demand for service with quiet efficiency, born 
of the experience of years. Even a casual survey of the statis- 
tical data of the department will impress one with the varied 
character of the services under our direction. For another year 
the Board has been fortunate in having the work administered 
by the same personnel in the key positions. 


CONTROL OF COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


The care of tuberculosis involves fewer patients and more 
money than any other phase of this work. The theory that 
state practice of medicine is cheaper and more efficient can 
find no argument from the cost figures for the care of tuber- 
culosis at the county sanitarium which for years have been 
more than $100.00 per week for each patient sent there from 
this town. 

1939 has been marked by a steady trickle of scarlet fever, 
only two months out of the year having no cases. An extra 
nurse has been employed for two months this fall for follow-up 
work in the schools and families in which cases have occurred. 
In the past there has been occasional criticism of the four week 
quarantine period in scarlet fever as about one half of our 
neighboring towns have only a three week restriction. This year 
there have been several instances in which new cases of the 
disease have developed in families following the return home 
after four weeks of hospitalization of an earlier scarlet fever 
case. It seems advisable to continue our present four week isola- 
tion period. 

Toward the last of the year the services of the nurses of 
the Visiting Nurse Association became available to the citizens 
in cases of communicable diseases. This cooperative innovation 
comes with the consent and upon the advice of the physicians 
of the town. The Board feels that this nursing service can prove 
of great value in some cases and will not increase the danger 
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of spreading disease under the technique devised by the Asso- 
ciation. 


DOG CLINIC 


The dog population of the town is immunized almost com- 
pletely against rabies either by attendance at our clinics or 
through the services of private veterinarians. For a second year 
in succession no person has required anti-rabetic treatment as 
the result of dog rabies. However, one cat swiftly finished its 
quota of nine lives from rabies and $119.00 was spent for pre- 
ventive inoculations because of that unusual source. 


DENTAL CLINIC 


Beginning this fall dental work has been restricted to the 
first four grades in the public and parochial schools. Previously 
some dentistry has been done through the fifth and sixth grades 
but the increasing demand has made it impossible to do effec- 
tive and complete treatments for such a large number of patients. 
Increased benefits will be possible only by sharply increased 
costs. 


TOWN DUMP. 


Through the cooperation of the Boston and Maine Railroad 
a dozen poles along the main line have been raised and relocated. 
As a result it has been possible to extend the dump along the 
tracks on the east side of the river.. This location will be 
completely filled in another six months‘and dumping then will 
be carried out on the west side of the river near the Woburn 
loop. When this area is filled in at the end of two or three 
years the town will again be confronted by the problem of finding 
suitable dumping areas. During the year the Board has acquired 
a portable water pump and fire hose for use at the dump, which 
has resulted in less smoke nuisance and fire danger.

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HEALTH OFFICER AND MILK INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


During the past year we have collected 332 samples of milk 
and results of these analyses indicate that the quality and 
bacteria content of the milk are of the same high standard of 
former years. The chart shown below indicates the average 
of all the samples taken during the year from the individual 
dealers and registers a complete picture of the value of his 
product for the 12 months. 

- By reason of pasteurization supplemented by inspection we 
have been free from any transmission of disease thru milk and 
in this connection the diminishing death rate among infants 
under one year should be noted. In 1938 the infant mortality 
rate was 20.5 which was the lowest rate ever recorded in the 
Town. In 1939 we hope to substantially lower this record as 
we have had only 6 deaths reported during the year. 

It is evident that money spent for control of the milk supply 
pays dividends not only in a better quality product, but also 
in the saving of human life.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
WINCHESTER PUBLIC LIBRARY, 1939 


Winchester’s investment in her Public Library has never 
been better justified than in the past year, the eighth year on 
the present site. 2 


While the book circulation has not been so large as in 
1938, due perhaps to less general unemployment, the use of the 
Library and its various connections has been greater than ever 
before. This increased use has been marked in connection with 
the Reading Room, especially by adults in the morning. The 
use of reference books, and the calls upon the staff for reference 
work, in 1939 exceeded that of any previous year, in complying 
not only with the usual requests from school pupils (in connec- 
tion with the latter, the Library lends the High School 150 
volumes which, with changes, are kept at that School throughout 
the school year), but also with those from various study groups, 
including the Mt. Holyoke Book Club, the College Club Study 
Group on Colonial Architecture, the Winchester College Club 
History and Art Groups and others. 


These and,other* organizations hold their meetings mostly 
in the Art Gallery. In the Conference Room are held meetings 
of various town organizations, including the Girl Scouts Council, 
the Boy Scouts Council, and the local unit of the Massachusetts 
Tax-payers’ Association, an organization which has helped to cut 
down to a surprisingly large degree the 1939 State taxes. 


The exhibits in the Art Gallery, provided by the Art Asso- 
ciation, included works loaned by the Vose Galleries and the 
Fogg Art Museum of Harvard College, containing many rare 
and exquisite pictures. As the paintings of the old Masters at 
the World’s Fair in New York and San Francisco were among 
the favorite exhibits there, so the exhibits brought to the Win- 
chester Art Gallery, containing works of high standard, often 
by artists of national and international reputation, constitute a 
rare privilege for our citizens. In this achievement, Mr. Charles 


*The Near East Colleges Association held a very interesting meeting. 
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H. Watkins, former president of the Winchester Art Associa- 
tion, and his associates, and Mr. John E. Lobingier, present 
president, and Mrs. Charles H. Watkins, Mrs. Frederick B. 
Craven, Mr. Harold 8. Fuller and Mrs. Fulton Brown, present 
officers, deserve the gratitude of Wincester art lovers. 

The Winchester Historical Society, through its officers, in- 
cluding Mr. Marshall W. Symmes, president, Miss Clara R. Rus- 
sell, secretary, Mrs. Edward B. Ladd, treasurer,—we are glad to 
say that Miss Cora A. Quimby continues as curator,—has held 
regular and interesting meetings. Those who have heard Mr. 
Samuel S. Symmes tell of his “Recollections of Old Winchester, 
Dr. Frederick Winsor and Other Interesting Personages” hope 
that he can be prevailed upon to collect and publish his manu- 
scripts and notes in book form. His store of information is 
very valuable and should be preserved. 

The Garden and Flower Clubs of Winchester have used our 
rooms for their meetings and exhibits and have been thought- 
ful and generous in their gifts of flowers and plants, which have 
so enhanced the beauty of the Library. 

We have been glad to have the En Ka Society use our facil- 
ities during their “Annual Street Fair” given for the civic 
benefit of the Town.

The accessions to the Library’s books in 1939 numbered 
2,001, of which 124 were gifts. The Library now has a total 
of 35,415 volumes. 
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The most noteworthy event of the year was the change of 
Librarians. 


Miss Cora A. Quimby retired, at her own wish, on December 
31, 1939, after a term of faithful and intelligent service, first 
as assistant for seven years and then as Librarian for fifty-one 
years, one of the longest terms, if not the longest, for such 
service, we believe, of any public librarian in the Common- 
wealth. She leaves the position, which she has so long and 
admirably filled, with the love of her past and present assistants 
and the respect and gratitude of her townspeople. 


Miss Corinne Mead, the new Librarian, has the ability, the 
experience, the personality and vision, in our opinion, adequately 
to fill the position and to increase its scope and usefulness in 
the coming years. 


The Young People’s Library has again been wisely admin- 
istered by Mrs. Lloyd. The selection and quality of the books 
there has occasioned favorable comment by parents in Winches- 
ter. 


The building, its equipment, and the Library grounds have 
been well and economically cared for by our Superintendent, 
Mr. Robert H. Eason, and his assistant. 


During the past year we have received a bequest from 
Mr. Bradlee Rogers, which is a happy tribute to the Winchester 
Public Library and, indirectly, to all public libraries. <A fitting 
description of the bequest is found in the interesting report of 
the Librarian. Her final report is a stirring plea for adequate 
recognition of the Library and is touching evidence of her de- 
votion to the Town she has served so efficiently.

The fines collected on books in 1939 amounted to $617.00. 

The Board of Library Trustees hereby inscribes upon its 
records its tribute to George H. Eustis, for thirty-seven years 
its chairman, who died in his ninety-fourth year on January 
5, 1940. No elective officer of Winchester, since its incorpora- 
tion as a town in 1850, has such a record of continuous service. 
But length of service does not measure his contribution to the 
library. Until his last illness he rarely missed a meeting of 
the Board. His service to the library was by no means confined 
to these meetings. It is doubtful if any unpaid public official 
in this town or any town ever devoted so much of his time to the 
task, always congenial to him, of administering the functions 
entrusted to him. When the library was in the town hall he 
was for fourteen years the Town Treasurer, and was thus in 
constant touch with it. When the new building was opened an 
office was provided for him, and much of his time was spent 
there. Thus he had unusual opportunities to keep informed of 
the needs and administration of the library. Outside of his 
home the library was his joy and his life.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Winchester Public Library 
Gentlemen: 


Another busy year in all departments. Many persons are 
unaware of the routine of a Library. Most people think it 
consists of only what they observe at the circulation desk. An 
outline of the details may give them another view. 


Books 


As books are the foundation of a Library they must be 
selected with care. Book reviews must be read and book agents 
interviewed (the latter are always sure their books are necessary 
for any self-respecting library to own). The greatest demand 
for the Library must be considered, also what the budget per- 
mits, then lists must be forwarded to the bookseller. When the 
books arrive they must be checked with the bill and collated page 
by page to be sure they are perfect. 


Accessed: Every book must be entered in the Accession 
Book, and the number written in each book when added to the 
Library. 


Catalogued: Author and title of books must be written on 
cards, Library of Congress numbers looked up, typed on slips ~ 
to be forwarded to the Library of Congress to obtain printed 
cards. In the meantime temporary slips are typed and filed in 
the card catalogue. When the printed cards arrive, subject 
headings and titles are typed on these cards, arranged alpha- 
betically and the cards are substituted for the temporary slips 
in the card catalogue. Book cards must also be typed for each 
book. 


Classified: If the book is fiction it requires no identifica- 
tion of class. If non-fiction, the subject must be determined 
and the number assigned according to the Dewey Decimal Classi- 
fication and the number must be written in the book on the 
back of the title page. This sounds simple to the Public, but 
-many books can easily belong to several classes. In the card 
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catalogue cross references enable books to appear under as many 
subjects as necessary. 


Now the books must be made ready for circulation. Date- 
due slips and pockets for the book cards must be pasted in the 
books. If non-fiction, numbers must be printed on the outside 
with the electric pencil. Every book must be stamped, or punched, 
with the perforated stamp ‘Winchester Public Library” to show 
it is the property of the Library. Then the books are placed 
on open shelves for the Public. 


When the Borrower selects the book he wants he takes it to 
the circulation desk, has it stamped and gives his name and ad- 
dress. This is written on the book card which is stamped and 
filed in the proper place under the date due. 


Over-due Books: The majority of people obtain books with 
the intention of returning them when due, but alas! there are 
others who appear absolutely oblivious of such an obligation, 
consequently they have to be notified, sometimes more than once. 
In fact it requires the time of an assistant a part of each day at 
least to send these notices. Sometimes we have to send our 
Superintendent, in police uniform, to call at their houses to 
get the books and not always successfully even then. 


Binding: Books wear out very much like people, when 
they have hard usage. Simple repairs can be made by the 
Library Assistants, but it is generally wiser to send them to the 
Binder where experts understand how to do the work. Before 
sending them, the author, title and number if any must be under- 
scored in pencil, so the Binder will letter them on the outside 
of the new cover. When these books are returned, they must 
have date-due slips and pockets pasted inside as if new books 
and the book cards placed in the pockets ready for circulation 
again. 


Circulation: This year the circulation has been very spas- 
modic. Although in actual figures the number may not equal 
last year, when we have been busy we have been extremely busy 
and frequently interrupted by the demand to help with the 
reference work. 
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REFERENCE WORK 


This year our file of periodicals has received more use than 
ever before. In addition to their use by High School students; 
club women, teachers and others have found them of endless 
value in preparing papers on current topics for which no books 
are available. 

The “Readers’ Guide to Periodical Literature’ is an out- 
standing aid in this work. It indexes the material in a great 
many periodicals by author, subject, and title, with volume, issue, 
and paging of each article. 

The assistant first refers to this index for the magazine 
source of the desired material, then she must go to the lower 
stack where the unbound periodicals are kept on file, to find 
the special periodical. If this reference work continues to grow, 
some system must be devised to record this service, because it 
requires so much time, patience and experience and interrupts 
other duties so much. 


READING ROOM 


By the eternal vigilance of the Superintendent and Librarian 
(even at the risk of offending some of our readers) we have 
succeeded at last in maintaining a quiet Reading Room, where 
no talking is allowed, and people can read in peace. The addi- 
tion of the Boston morning newspapers has proved a great at- 
traction. Men and women use them throughout the day. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S DEPARTMENT 


The Reading Room and reference books have been in con- 
stant demand during the year. The Young People’s Librarian 
has spent a great part of her time teaching the children how to 
use the reference books. 

The two new sections of book shelves which were added 
to the room this year have been a delight to the children. We 
are glad to report great activity around the shelves for the 
youngest readers. 

During the year the children have enjoyed the display 
case with its many exhibitions appropriate to the season of the 
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year. The Book Week and Christmas displays have been the 
outstanding features. 

The circulation of this department in the last ten years 
has shown an increase of over 60% over the previous ten years. 

As this is my last Library report before I retire as Librarian 
I appeal to the citizens of Winchester to remember their Public 
Library in their wills. Of course a goodly sum would be most 
welcome, and we are more than grateful to our friends who 
have given funds in the past, but let everyone remember: “All 
gifts both great and small are appreciated.” 

One of the pleasantest occasions this year was the notifica- 
tion that Mr. Bradlee Rogers had created a fund, the income 
of which he used while living, and arranged to have this income 
revert to the Winchester Public Library after his death. He did 
this, he stated, because his family and especially he and his 
brothers, while schoolboys between 1878-1888 in Winchester, 
had so enjoyed and appreciated our Public Library. 

Are there not others who have enjoyed benefits from our 
Public Library? I hope so! “Don’t forget! Remember your 
Public Library.” 

I appeal to the Finance Committee and the Town Meeting 
Members to be generous in their appropriation for the Public 
Library. 

Remember it takes books to make a Library and you can- 
not have books without money. 

Also remember books cannot take care of themselves, you 
must have trained attendants who understand how to get and 
give the best from books to the Public, and service also re- 
quires money. 

I feel sure everybody in Winchester wants our Library up 
to the standard of other libraries in towns of like size and 
standing. Again I say “Be Generous” and the whole town will 
receive the benefit. A good illustration of this is a quotation 
from a recent Library Bulletin: 


“Librarians and Delinquency

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Appropriations and expenditures of the School Department 
in 1989 have been as follows:

Refunds to the Town Treasurer from the Commonwealth 
and from collections by the Superintendent amounted to $25,- 
029.19, making the net cost to the town of school operations for 
the year $261,771.41. The unexpectedly large balance unexpended 
from the personal service appropriation was due to the fact that 
the turnover of teachers in the summer was larger than usual. 


Other significant facts about school costs and school mem- 
bership are set forth concisely in the Superintendent’s report, and 
need not be repeated here. It may be of interest to point out 
which parts of the town are growing in school population. The 
Noonan School had 219 pupils in 1937, 254 pupils in 1938, and 
266 in 19389. The Mystic School has grown this year from 203 
to 224; the Wyman School from 394 to 406; and the George 
Washington School from 206 to 214. On the other hand, the en- 
rollment in the Lincoln School has dropped from 207 to 187. 


It appears from the Superintendent’s records that there were 
only twelve children in Winchester under sixteen years of age 
who had permits for full time employment during the school 
year. Between the ages of fourteen and sixteen employment per- 
mits were issued in 1939 to seven children. Sixty-four permits 
were issued to children between sixteen and eighteen years, and 
one hundred and four permits to those between eighteen and 
twenty-one. 

The largest repair projects last summer were the painting of 
the Administration Building inside and out, the repointing of 
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the walls, and painting the exterior and interior of the gym- 
nasium of the Junior High, the painting of the interior of the 
Highland School, and the painting of the corridors of the Lincoln 
School. There was considerable repairing of roofs, particularly 
on the High School; blackboards were resurfaced in the Lincoln 
School and the High School. The Superintendent has pointed 
out the very small relative expenditure for repair of buildings, 
an average for five years of 66/100 of 1% of the valuation of the 
buildings. The expense in 1939 was even less than this average, 
namely $8415 or 61/100 of 1%. Ror this economy of expendi- 
ture in repairs, we are largely indebted to the great care and 
laborious attention to details given by Mr. Quinn, chiefly during 
the summer months. In spite of such efforts, these expenses 
must be expected to increase in the future. 


We believe that our expenditures for new text books ($4945), 
school supplies ($8508) and new educational equipment ($4309) 
are also low, and will probably increase somewhat if we are to 
continue to improve the quality of teaching in our schools. 


The number who graduated from the High School last June 
(188) was the largest in the history of the school. We think it 
significant that eighty-two of these (43.6%) entered higher in- 
stitutions of learning, fifty-four (28.7%) being senior colleges. 
The high quality of our college preparatory courses is shown by 
the fact that no pupil who took final college board examinations 
failed to pass. 


Sixteen new teachers had to be secured last summer; fifteen 
to fill vacancies; and one for an additional class required by the 
size of the fifth and sixth grades in the Mystic School. Two of 
the retiring teachers are deserving of special mention. Miss 
Violetta R. Dodge has been a much loved and very successful 
teacher of the first grade in the Mystic District for thirty-three 
years. Miss Eva M. Palmer has had a notably successful and 
influential career in our High School for forty-eight years. Re- 
cently she has taught college preparatory mathematics, and in 
former years she taught many other subjects. No one can meas- 
ure the inspiration and influence for good which she has given 
to nearly three generations of Winchester youth. In recognition 


—— 
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of her notable service, the alumni presented her with a gift, 
and the Superintendent and Committee gave her a written testi- 
monial of their appreciation. 3 

Particular attention is called to the Superintendent’s report 
on the work of the Director of Guidance, Mr. Dana Cotton. The 
Committee is convinced that results already accomplished amply 
justify his employment. The purpose of this work as we con- 
ceive it is (1) to assist individual pupils in the selection of courses 
adapted to their interests and abilities, and to search for the 
causes of unsatisfactory work, and when possible, to find the 
remedies; and (2) to assist individual students in the selection of 
a school or college, or the choice of an occupation, and then to 
guide them to courses of study in the High School which will 
prepare them for such future career, and often to help place them 
in such school or occupation. Many other methods besides count- 
less interviews are employed to accomplish these purposes. One 
evening in March he arranged a ‘College Choosing” night, at 
which representatives of more than thirty New England colleges 
were present and met over four hundred students and parents, to 
give them desired information about their respective colleges. 
This fall ‘Career Conferences” have been held at which represen- 
tatives of more than a score of professions and callings have 
given information about their respective occupations. Groups of 
students have been conducted through various industrial plants 
to see, first hand, the nature of the work. The director is gather- 
ing in his files catalogues of a great many colleges and schools, 
and a large fund of written information about all types of schools 
and a great variety of industries, which information is available 
to inquiring students. He has made personal contacts with ad- 
mission officers of schools and employment managers of indus- 
trial concerns, thus opening the way to a more effective placing 
of students. : 

The work of Miss Bronson in placing students graduating 
from the commercial course is also to be commended greatly. 

We heartily endorse Mr. Quinn’s expression of appreciation 
for the scholarship funds given last June by so many organiza- 
tions and citizens of the town to the graduating class. Such in- 
terest and co-operation by citizens is of great value not only to 
the recipients of the awards but to the spirit of the school. 
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The members of the School Committee are unanimous in 
their belief that the schools should be conducted with as much 
economy as is practical, and that full value should be obtained 
for every dollar spent. We want, also, however, to put on record 
our belief that in educational progress there should never be a 
halt, even for a single year. The fact that our schools are good 
is no excuse for standing still. Each year’s work shows defects 
which we must make new efforts to remedy, and challenging 
problems which we must try to solve. Some of the problems 
which claim our special interest at this time are stated in the 
Superintendent’s report. Efforts to make such progress usually 
means new methods, and sometimes new equipment or personnel 
and added expense. While the nature of such efforts must of 
course be affected and limited by money considerations, it is 
most important that the urge to improve, to progress, to try 
new methods, should never be discouraged. Each year brings a 
new group of children; if we relax our efforts for one group we 
are never given a second chance with them. 

In conclusion, we want again to express our appreciation 
and gratitude to teachers, administrative officers and superin- 
tendent for their skillful, arduous, conscientious and often sacri- 
ficial labors for our children, a service far beyond the power of 
money to repay.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 

I am pleased to submit my sixteenth annual report for your 
consideration. Two subjects are of perennial interest; namely, 
membership and costs. I will write briefly of these first. 

MEMBERSHIP

Points to Be Made Because of These Figures During the Last 
Ten Years 


1. The elementary schools reached their peak membership 
in 19381 with 1475 pupils. Their membership has decreased 
generally since then, with a membership of 1306 in the year 
1937. An increase has occurred this past year, however, which 
may be the beginning of a gradual increase for several years. 


2. The Junior High School reached its largest membership 
in 1933 with 462 pupils, after increases from 335 in 1930. Since 
1933, however, its membership trend generally has been down- 
ward reaching 374 in 1939, the lowest membership since 1931. 
As would be expected, it has followed the trend of the elementary 
schools. Its membership will show an increase next year. 
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3. The high school has generally contrasted with the 
elementary and junior high schools, shown continued increases 
during the last ten years, reaching a peak membership of 855 
in 1937. This has been characteristic of the country as a 
whole. Industry has not had jobs for youth, so that a much 
larger number of students than formerly have remained in 
school. Our high school, however, has shown slight decreases 
since 1937, having a membership of 840 in 1938, and 833 in 1939. 
For a time at least, its membership will remain fairly constant. 


4. If one observes the membership trend for the whole 
school system, he will notice generally a gradual increase from 
2371 in 1930 to 2598 in 1936. The last three years, however, 
show a slight diminution with a membership in 1939 of 2550. 
It is interesting to note that in the eight-year period from 1932 
to 1939 inclusive, the change from the minimum membership 
for the whole school system to the maximum is a change of only 
57 pupils. As far as the total number of pupils to be educated 
is concerned, the school committee’s job has remained relatively 
constant during the last eight years, but with a disproportionate 
burden on the high school level, where the cost is greatest. 


SCHOOL COSTS 


The citizens are naturally interested in costs. Exhibit II 
at the end of the report lists in some detail the expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1939. Citizens should examine Exhibit I also 
for information about the amount of money paid into the Town 
treasury as a result of school law and school operation. 

I am submitting below some comparative per pupil cost 
data which are important.

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MAINTENANCE OF PLANT 


Every effort has been made to keep the schools in a good 
physical condition. The citizens will be interested in the fol- 
lowing facts: 


Valuation of school buildings after depreciation. ...... $1,371,591 
Average expenditure last five years for repairs ..... $9,152 


This average allowance for repairs is 66/100’s of 1% of the 
valuation of school buildings. 


As the buildings get older, this proportion will doubtless 
increase. 


OuR HIGH SCHOOL 


This school, like high schools throughout the United States, 
is challenged to do a better job for youth—a better job especial- 
ly in fitting them for citizenship in a democratic governmental 
system, with more emphasis upon civic responsibility; a better 
job also in helping them in the transition from school to work. 
Let us, first, however, note the good things it is doing. 


I. Preparing students for further education in college or other 
educational institutions. 


The school continues to do excellent work in this. Citizens 
will find in Exhibit V a noteworthy record for this past year. 
Among the 188 students in the graduating class of 1939, 82 have 
had the advantage of a high school education which has prepared 
them directly for higher institutions. 


II. Preparing students for clerical and secretarial positions. 


Of the 188 students graduating last June, 46 had received 
the benefit of the commercial course which prepared them for 
business positions. For these students, graduation meant transi- 
tion directly from school to work if work were available. Of 
these 46 students, 15 were aided in placement by Miss Bronson, 
Head of the commercial department. The superintendent is 
naturally interested in what happened to the other 31 students. 
Are there more students training for commercial positions than 
there are jobs available? Are some students now studying for 
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business positions lacking in one or more qualities which office 
managers look for in applicants? Should and can such be guided 
into other than commercial subjects? These and similar ques- 
tions are important ones for students, parents and those of us in 
positions of responsibility. The implication of the cost to the 
student and the community of a mal-adjusted education is a 
real one. 

In addition to the 15 students of the 1939 class who were 
aided in finding employment, there were 25 graduates of the 
commercial department from previous graduating classes who 
were aided in finding new employment during the year extend- 
ing approximately from September 1, 1938 to September 1, 1939. 
Miss Bronson deserves our commendation not only for her com- 
petent instruction, but for this genuine interest in helping to 
place her graduates. The school must increasingly be of service 
in making easier the transition from school to work of all stu- 
dents who will not continue their formal education after gradua- 
tion. 


III. Mr. Cotton has assisted 11 of our 1939 graduates to obtain 
work. These were students taking a general high school 
course who sought and needed work. 

We have thus accounted for 108 of our last graduating 
class of 188 and have reason to believe the high school rendered 
an important service in aiding them to continue their further 
formal education or in helping them to make the transition 
from school to work. What of the remaining 80? I have not 
the facts concerning them. It is our business to know, how- 
ever. I have asked for a follow-up study of all these students 
as of May 1, 1940, practically a year after their graduation. 
I expect to report a year from now on the status of these; 
we shall have then for the first time an accurate picture of just 
what has happened to a graduating class one year after finish- 
ing high school. There doubtless will be implications for us 
in how we may do a better job for all of our young people. Granted 
the various abilities and certain limitations among individual 
students, we seek ways and means of educating them to their 
capacities; this is a practical view of effecting equal educational 
opportunity. 
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There is another important phase of our responsibility which 
interests us greatly. I refer to students who do not graduate, 
but who leave school because they are not interested. To provide 
an education for these which will aid them in becoming good 
citizens in the broadest sense and at the same time prepare 
them for the transition from school life to the work life, is 
probably the most challenging problem we have. I can only 
report it has our continued interest and effort. 


IV. Following a Freshman Class Through the Four High Schooi 
Years 
For the last four years we have followed each graduating 
class from the time it entered as Freshmen. The following 
facts for the class of 1939 are approximately the facts for each 
of the three preceding classes. 


1. Of those who entered as freshmen, about 66 2/3% con- 
tinued through the four years and graduated. What 
of the remaining third?

*Pupils whose work had not been of a passing grade but who, 
because of age, size, or for other reasons, will profit more, prob- 
ably by being assigned to the High School than detained in the 
Junior High School. 3 left school, 3 are continuing for a fifth 
year, and 1 moved out of Town. 

We have evidence that only in very exceptional cases is it 
necessary for students to leave our high school in order to be 
adequately fitted for our best colleges. There are several other 
acceptable reasons why parents prefer to withdraw their stu- 
dents and send them to a private school. To do so is their 
right and privilege. 

The 8% or 10% who leave school to be at home or to go 
to work interest me very much. It is this group among the with- 
drawal groups which challenges every high school in the land. 
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The quality of their citizenship and their fitness to earn a living 
are matters of vital concern to all.

The following are worthy of note though there is not space 
for comment on each:

2. Meetings of Principal and High School Department 
heads with their respective teachers in a more regular 
and systematic way than heretofore.

I have been reporting so far on the high school chiefly. I 
have done so purposely because the major problems in public 
education, as I view them, are on the secondary school level. We 
have a good high school, yet we want it to function even more 
effectively in meeting the peculiar problems which so many stu- 
dents of high school age must face. 

I commend Mr. Grindle and the High School faculty for 
their conscientious and competent service. 


THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. Dickman has confined his annual report to education 
in citizenship. He has pointed out how practically every school 
subject and activity is a vehicle for citizenship training. This 
is highly important. The great test comes, however, when stu- 
dents are beyond the school environment. Removed from the 
school pattern, are they dependable in respecting others’ rights 
and property? Do they shoulder their own responsibilities? 
Have their school ideals and practices predisposed them to right 
action? 

The junior high school, however, is sincerely endeavoring 
to utilize the subjects and the daily school experience of the 
boys and girls as instruments in the training of good citizens. 


ELEMENTARY EDUCATION 


Miss Lewis continues to lead constructively in this field. 
Under her guidance, teacher committees have continued to work 
cooperatively in the study of special problems. In the social 
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studies field, one committee has studied and reported on book 
resources in geography, another committee on the tools, such as 
maps, pictures, globes, etc. best adapted in teaching geography. 
Committees also studied and reported on reading, involving 
basic reading methods as well as reading throughout the elemen- 
tary school grades. These reports all involved much time and 
effort and deserve our commendation. 

A committee reported on a revised report card for the 
elementary schools. This is on trial this year. It will be re- 
vised in the light of parental and teacher criticism as the card 
is used this year. 

In our elementary schools we are striving more than ever to 
develop in our pupils the habits, the attitudes and the ideals that 
make for a well-developed individual. The stress on co-operative 
effort, the whole group contributing to a group objective, is 
aimed to give education in co-operative action upon which process 
democratic society is dependent. Our schools have definitely 
moved forward in this social aim of education. We shall con- 
tinue, however, to give the necessary special attention to drill in 
the fundamental tools of learning such as reading, writing, spell- 
ing and arithmetic. 


SCHOLARSHIPS, GIFTS AND FUNDS

I should like also to express my appreciation of the four 
funds, the income of which is available to the School Depart- 
ment: 


Robert C. Metcalf School Library Fund—income to be used for 
support and maintenance of the Robert C. Metcalf school 
library. The income has been used primarily for library 
books for the elementary schools. 


Henry C. Nickerson Fund—the income of which “is used for 
educational purposes” usually for library books. 


Wilder L. Parkhurst Fund—the income is expended for the 
purchase of books and publications for the high school 
library. 


Norman Prince Fund—the income “to be used as a prize to 
the pupil who has shown the best example of higher ideals 
among boys, or used on a day set by the school for exercises 
including a speech or speeches by men who can best present 
to the school the ideals the boys should live up to.” 


I have purposely listed the scholarships, awards and funds 
so that our citizens may be informed of what is now being done 
to assist our young people by gifts from private sources. It is 
not unusual for individuals to provide money to private institu- 
tions. It is my feeling that our public schools also would benefit 
immeasurably by special gifts which would supplement in a most 
telling way the usual school appropriation. The scholarship 
need is still very great. Funds might well be established, the 
income from which might provide additional books which are 
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always needed, special concerts, special lectures, and prizes for 
achievement in different fields. 


CONCLUSION 


The School Department itself should be an example of co- 
operative effort. While we have not reached the ideal in this, 
I am sure that the spirit in general is one which releases individu- 
al initiative and thinking for the purpose of individual contribu- 
tions to the entire group. I here express my thanks and appre- 
ciation to all of my colleagues and to the school committee for 
their cooperative effort to provide for our young people a finer 
type of education.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Winchester for the 
period from September 18, 1938, the date of the previous audit, 
to July 18, 1939, and submit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined, checked, and verified with 
the reports and records of the town accountant. 


The town accountant’s ledger accounts were analyzed and 
checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with 
the treasurer’s books, while the recorded payments were com- 
pared with the treasurer’s cash book and the treasury warrants. 
The appropriations and transfers, as recorded, were checked with 
the town clerk’s record of town meetings and with the records 
of the appropriation committee. 


A trial balance was taken off, the necessary adjusting entries 
resulting from the audit were made, and a balance sheet, which 
is appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial 
condition of the town as of July 18, 1939. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked. The cash book additions were verified and the 
recorded receipts were compared with the accountant’s books, 
with the records of the several departments collecting money 
for the town. and with other sources from which money is paid 
into the town treasury. The payments were checked with the 
selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town 
funds, and with the accountant’s ledger. The cash balance as of 
July 18, 1939, was proved by actual count of the cash in the office 
and by a reconciliation of the bank balances with statements fur- 
nished by the banks of deposit. 
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The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
verified by a comparison with the accounts falling due and with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the in- 
vestment of the several trust and investment funds in the cus- 
tody of the treasurer were examined and listed. The income and 
withdrawals were checked and the balances were compared with 
the accountant’s ledger. 


The tax title deeds on hand, representing the tax titles taken 
by the town, were examined and checked with the tax commit- 
ments. 


It has been the custom for the treasurer to turn over pay- 
roll checks to heads of departments or employees for delivery 
to those whose names appear on the pay-rolls, in which connec- 
tion it is recommended that the checks of those who cannot call 
for them personally be mailed to them by the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The accounts outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination were audited, and all subsequent commit- 
ments of taxes, assessments, and water and departmental ac- 
counts were proved. The payments to the treasurer by the col- 
lector were checked to the treasurer’s and the town accountant’s 
books, the abatements as recorded were compared with the 
assessors’ record of abatements granted and with the records 
of the departments authorized to grant abatements, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the town ac- 
countant’s ledger accounts. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by sending 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, and from the replies received 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts from dog and sporting licenses, 
permits, and miscellaneous collections were checked, and the pay- 
ments to the town and to the State were verified. 
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The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish 
them were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The recorded receipts from the selectmen for licenses, etc., 
from the sealer of weights and measures, and from the police, 
health, and other departments were examined and checked in 
detail, the payments to the town treasurer being compared with 
the treasurer’s and the accountant’s ledger. 


For the co-operation received from the several officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.
